As was cxpfrtfHl, tlu' olil l>()t;i\v 
proliibiliiHi liiis iiRain anni- )o tlu' 
front lo iiuuldli' the political waters 
In Kcnliickv, and aw in the past 
will crcalf more havoc in the Demo- 
cratic party than in the Republi- 
owi. Ub* stinging and deolsive de- 
left of McCheeney by Stanley in the 
1S15 primary eneourued Democrats 
In the belief that ttie rewiH would 
inean the eUminatlon of the prohi- 
4>Mlim qaention in the Democratic 
party for some tinin tn come. Thei-e 
was no question in ilu' minds of the 
voters as to what the cmnllflates 
repre-sentfd. Mestsrs, Stanley and 
McDermott receiv ed the \ otes of 
those who favored litlier county 
TUnlt or some liberal policy, w.hile 
JdeChesney had been selected by the 
fialy-Uecl(ham alliance to make the 
mce on a strictly dry platform, 
^liham choosing McCliesiiey aa 
«!)• candidate and Haly choosing 
4^ leaufr, the laMer believing that 
the time was ripe to unite ull of 
the anti-salooo leaguers and fanatics 
and secure control of the TJenio 
opatlc party. McCheeney's nouiina 
tlon would have been the starting' 
point of a reifin of lanaticisiii in 
the Ueniocratic party, the liecUham 
HaJy plan beinn to oHirarize any 
Democrat that wouhl not subscribe 
to their beliefs and then dictate 
•the nominations in every city, town 
or <hamlert in th; 8tate. That plan, 
tf successful, would have put a pre- 
mium on hypocrisy in the Demo- 
cratic patty and shoved to the front 
a lot of narrow-mlDded prohibition 
advooatSB. whose only claim to 
Democracy was that no one had 
caught them in the act of taking a 
drink. 

Realizinj.' that Beckliaiii has lost 
t«,9te with llie pif-senl national ad- 
niiniatration and is srowiuK weuUer 
daily as a political power, Haly 
sees the handwrWinp oii the wall 
and is once again attempting to 
secure control of Keatncky Dmnoc- 
racy, with prohibition as the lev- 
erage to secure that eontrol. The 
gathering here last week of prom- 
inent men from different aectlonk 
o^ the State for <the formation of an 
CTganlsation to bring the prohibi- 
tion question to the fore heais all 
tJhe ear-marltfl of Percy's fine Italian 
Mild, several of the ^enileinen 
named beiup life-ion;.' lleckliaiii- 
Haly adherents. In that connection 
It is not known whether they all 
aire Beckham-Haly supporters first 
and Democrats next, but this much 
is known, the two Ijouisvilke repre- 
aeotatives mentioned. GOl. P. H. Cal-. 
tahan and Henry M. Johnson, were 
aupoKers of Wood Axton, the Bull 
Mioo«e nominee for Mayor, against 
Jiayor Buschenieyer, the Democratic 
nominee in 1913, and they do say 
that Percy Haly flitte<l in and out 
during that campaifn. t;ivin>; all 
possible aid to Axton's candidacy. 
It would .seems fiom tliis that Ken- 
tucky Democracy can hardly follow 
the diotatee of t!ie above self-ap- 
pointed organization in conducting 
the affairs of the parly. Practical 
politicians see that the Haly-Beck- 
ham plan is to kill two birds with 
one stone, defeat OlUe James for 
Senator in 1918 and re-elect Beck- 
ham in 1920. 

Local politioal attention is Ikmiu 
turned to the entries for the Demo 
■cratlc primary nominations next 
eear, as all realize that a good li('- 
liei will Win easily, when it Is taken 
into consideration that the local 
Kepublioen organization in the re- 
c«n< election was beaten decisively, 
despite the handicap of the 4ieaviest 
Republican campaign fund and 
negro vote in history. Some of the 
di^suntled Republican workers say 
tbat the fund was not used for 
election expenses, but that thou- 
sftodfi of dollars were used to bet on 
liughes all over the disliici, llie 
local G. O. I', leaders takinn their 
cue from Wall stiee't, which be- 
Hevfsl that by bettiuK a whole lot 
of money your candidate was suie 
of success. Another and delri- 
eieatal feature to 'local Republican 
success Is the crude tactics of the 
present Republican dictators. In 
every campaign for the paat seveial 
ycM* the CftiKon-Searcy machine 
«Mids out the day before election 
-a Klarlac circular to Democratic 
aleetian officers and workers, warn 
ins them if they don't be good they 
will be prosecuted, citing the awful 
fate of the Republican elwtion 
thie\es tn Terre Haute, The t>anu 
old bogey circular was sent again 
this past election, being a sort of 
stop-thief nie<thod, while imported 
negroes were being voted, but the 
^nit is that the present RepnbUcan 
machine foUowa t4ie old stereotyped 
methods and sadly needs tiie brsAns 
of an Albert Soott, Oeone Long, 
•George Todd or Ed Oreen, who are 
smart politicians.

4nd prin- 
cipally he could not coiiMniitly run 
for Sheriff with Charley 'Cronan a 
candidate for Mayor, both being 
known and identified with the same 
Djemocratic clubs and district since 
their entrance into the political 
arena. The candidacy of botlh would 
be antagonistic to the opinions of 
Democracy, which believes that to 
the \ictoi belongs the spoils as long 
as all the spoils are not placivl in 
one basket.

NEEI FOR HEN VERY URGENT 




Prom Dublin comes news that 
hiding organisations in Ireland 
have adopted resolutions deaonno- 
ing plans for conscription. Xmong 
them are the Clones Ouardlans, the 
Cork Cnardians, the Gallamare 
I'rban Council, the Kerry County 
Council and the Athlone Council. 

M. J. Lennon, Chairman of the 
.\fhlonp recruiting coniiiiitte*'. de- 
clared he was unalterably opposed 
to consc riiii ion. and that voluntary 
ie< riiiling could t>e made a such-Pss 
only w lien home rule was put into 
operation. j 
The Celbridge Cuardians marked | 
"Read" the resolution of the Cork | 
Ouardlans against compulsory serv- 
ice, and a similar order was made 
with regard to the Corporation 
resolution calling for th« release 
of the Irish prisoners in Bngland. 
The Oarlow Ouardlans have unani- 
mously passed a resolution strongly 
protesting against conscription. 

According to l»ndont press dis- 
patches. (!i-ii. Sir Hugh McCalmont. 
writing lo tlie London Dally Mail, 
in leply to a coi respondent who 
said tlo i,- would lie no more re- 
liellions. .says it is always unsafe to 
prophesy unless you know, more 
particularly if your prophetic in- 
stinct is opposed to the facta of 
history. The observations on mar- 
tial law, he adds, baing the cause 
of continual distress are absohitoly 
opposed to all th« facts as they are. 

The Duke of Bedford, in the Lon- 
don Morning Post, criticizes the 
Qovemment for not giving the fig- 
ures of any deficiencies In Iiis^i 
egimenls. an.l says that British ' 
soldiers transferred without their! 
consent to Irish units serve to con- 
ceal the lack of 1 risli-boi ii men in 
Irish regiments. 

Ireland, says the Dublin corre- 
spondent of the London Times, 
must be either persuaded or com- 
pelled to support her own soldiers 
In Prance. 1 think tbat Lloyd 
neorge, in his desire to iwur oil 
into Redmond's wounds, emgger- 
ated the recruiting blnndeta, (Or 
which Redmond can not disclaim all 
responslibillty since be was a power 
at Dublip Castle during the heyday 
of Irish recruiting." 

"Mr. .\8quith'B words made it 
clear." says the Spectator, "that 
the (Jovernment has not closed the 
door on the idea of compulsory 
service for 1 1 eland. Looking back 
we recognize that it mlgbt have 
been better to coax Ireland along 
by gradual stages in company with 
ourselves. 

"But It is now too late to go 
slowly; the need for men is very 
urgent, and the only practical ques- 
tion is whatlier or not compulsion 
could ba applied to Ireland without 
any preliminaries. By resorting to 
compulsion we should be doing 
not him: whatever unfadr, illegal or 
what could be in any way rssanlsd 
as unex,'>e<',ted."

plex and stoutly 
breasts the slieai;i ■! ; ll .cultles anil 
clearly lays down certain idea.s of 
change which will decidedly make 
for better and more equitable condi- 
tions. He does not rest content 
with merely showing in a clear-cut 
amd convincing fashion the errors of 
the Socialists and Henry George 
men In their attaeks on the jaatlee 
of private property, but he likewise 
states that the right of private 
property has been greatly exagger- 
ate, i and proceeds to outline cei 
lain proposals for relief in regard 
to out unsatisfactory land situation 
that will do much good. He does 
not merely refute radical sugges- 
tions {•oiicerning industrial affairs, 
but shows how through a legal 
iiiinlnium wage, the activity of trade 
unions and an Increase In co-opera- 
tion we could do much,' together 
with other State action, to equalise 
the present untenable situation in 
Industry. He emphasises strongly 
the necessity of distributing supei- 
' inous wealth upon flbe part of those 
A lio have more than enough to 
K.itlsfy their necessary wants. We 
note, in other words, throughout 
his entire work a positive, con- 
structive tone that M refreshingly 
welcome. 

It is to be h<H>ed that there will 
be in this country more efforts in 
this direction, not slope in treatises 
of this kind but in actual activity 
on the part of Catholics toward re- 
form. They should enter Into the 
life of the community — basing their 
actions always on true Christian 
principles. These principles, they 
must realize, are decidedly positive 
In their essence, and so miist their 
action be. Catholic atl.nks on So- 
cialistic and otlier radical propa- 
ganda should not be mere apologies 
for capitalistic ami agrarian ex- 
ploitation and oppression. There 
must be the cleai' and positive view 
that present ills must be corrected, 
but in the right way. Tbat is the 
thing greatly to be desired.

Negtttiveness of any kind goes 
but a little distance. It accom- 
plishes but little at any time, and 
in tlie end practically nothing. 
Criticism of false proposals is in- 
deed needed -and needed greatly-^ — 
birt criticism which Is toot coupled 
with a i-ecognltion of real existing 
evils, responsible for the erroneous 
doctrines, and which is unconnected 
with sound and constructive ideas 
of positive action is barren and 
wasteful. In the social field, which 
should be th9 occasion of so much 
grave consideration for us, this is 
strikingly the case. There has cer- 
tainly been enough evidence fur- 
nished during tlie past few years 
lo show that (omiitions in this 
country re(iuiie radical attention 
and reform. The governmental re- 
ports as to the distribution of 
wealth, the holding of valuable 
natural resources by certain small 
numbers of the people, the increase 
in land values, the whole uncer- 
tainty and Insecurity of our eco- 
nomic structure, should make us 
reali/.e that changes are necessary 
for the lieni'tit of the great mass of 
111.' people. It is this very necessity 
.1 rliaiii;e which gives extreme ami 
,le -t I net i\ e proposals the occasion 
for their existence. 

Catholics should therefoie not 
alone be concerned with the incoi- 
rectness and evils of certain ideas, 
but should he eiinnlly anxious to 
positively lind some remedy for the 
injustices which give rise to these 
ideas. They should' net spend all 
their energies in attacks upon radi- 
cal propaganda, as necessary as this 
may be, but should also strive to 
carefully Study the disquietude of 
the times and make some step for- 
ward for Its correction. The con- 
gested conditions in the cities for 
instance, with ajl the social and 
economic ills that they contain, 
which give color and excuse for the 
spread of birth control among the 
poorer classes and the proposition 
to conflscate the land, can not be 
allowed to continue while we con- 
tent ourselves merely with a broad- 
side -.uj^ these destructive doc- 
trines. We must strive to go into 
the depths of these questions and 
root out the causes which give a 
shade of half truth to these Ideas 
which are being spread far and 
wide. 

This is not an easy task it is 
true, for our social problems are not 
simple affairs but very complex mat- 
ters. One of the great attractions 
in such proposals as socialism and 
single tax is that they offer a sim- 
ple remedy as a panacea for all th« 
ills from which we are suffering. 
The causes of our difficulties are 
complex and Intertwining — and a 
simple remedy at the best looks at 
but one side of a many sided shield. 
We roust not allow the intricacy of 
the situation to discourage us and 
cause us to withdraw. The duty 
is to meet the condition and do 
toniethiag in the matter, and our 
reluctance may bring the whole 
house of social cards down upon 
our necks and those of our fellows.

Seleotlon of the Bishops of the 
Catholic church In the United 
Stales, under a recent ruling of the 
Vatican, will he ma<le umler the 
old system which was in use here 
until twenty years ago, according to 
a dispatch from Rome published in 
the Tablet, the official organ of the 
diocese of Brooklyn and Long 
Mand. The dispatch reads: 

"The new procedure for the se- 
lection of American Bishops, which 
has been .ordered by Pope Benedict 
XV. through the Consist orlal Con- 
gregation, abolishes the system of 
the submission of a 'terna' of names 
cliosen by the irrentov/vljle rectors 
after the death of a BlsTlep ^o the 
Bishops of an ecc1oa|,i-;f leal province. 
Pope Beneilici ii' order estab- 
lishes in Its .stead a system Of 

private inquiry by the Bitiiops of 
each province to select suitable 
priests, wfaoae nam^ are to be 

secretly balloted for at a meeting 

of the Bishops held under the presi- 
dency of the Archbishop. The 
names of those chosen are to be for- 
warded to Rome, so that the Pope 
can make n selection and an ap- 
pointment illimedialely. avoiding in 
this way the delay which Is de- 
clared to be the principal rea.son 
for the changing ot the present 
procedure. A special feature of the 
new system is the strict secrecy 
sub gravi' enjoined throughout the 
inquiiy and the selection of three 
names by the Bishops." 

Oathollc priests expressed the 
opinion that the change makes the 
status of the United States, with 
its twenty million Catholics, that of 
a misslonarj- country. For a s(ore 
of years the irremovable rectors 
have been selecting their own Bish- 
ops. After the death of a Bislioi) 
Ihey would iiieel with the diocesan 
council and select the nanie« of 
thioe men, which they aent to 
Rome. Under the new order the 
power reverU to the Bishops of the 
province and the rectors iiave no 
voice in the selection.
